leis of interstate commerce, just as 
the rates of transportation are now 
fixed. From the latter step the next, 
to socialism, is inevitable.

over here. Both agree that the “man 
farthest down” 
does

In 
America, either north or south. 
The one great 
trouble with tile 
pauper and semi-pauper classes

.families own foupfifths of the land, 
and a large

Their Three Methods of Show­ 
ing Their Approval. 


The Romans had three recognized 
methods of applauding—the bombus, 
the imbrices and the testae. 
The word bombus did not carry any 
allusion to explosives. 
On the con­ 
trary, this form of applause was the 
most decorous, inasmuch as it con­ 
sisted merely of a humming or buz­ 
zing noise. vThus, in a 
way, 
the 
Romans were the first ‘ to make things 
hum” in a public assembly. 
The bombus was not the chief fear 
ture the Romans had to offer in the 
way of applause. The Imbrices meant 
a demonstration made with the hol­ 
low of the bands. The testae meant 
the striking together of the flat por­ 
tions of the hands. 
From this we 
may 
conclude 
that 
the 
Romans 
“clapped,” but there Is no certainty on 
this point. 
In England the old parliamentary 
“Hear him! Hear him!” has become 
shortened Into “Hear! hear!” 
When, In an English account of a 
speech, we encounter the phrase “loud 
and prolonged applause” we are to 
uhderstand that the demonstration 
of approval lasted about ten seconds. 
Here, as every one knows, we go to 
some extreme. 
We all recall that 
upon the occasion of the nomination 
of Bryan the ci*wd once cheered far 
something like one hour and a quar­ 
ter. 
One form of applause is peculiarly 
American, and thrilling to a degree. 
Who has not heard with tingling blood 
when a burst of wild applause in some 
theater has risen to the point of a 
pretty fair din, some lad in the gal­ 
lery, with two fingers correctly placed 
I-* his mouth, give the finishing touch 
to the demonstration with the “death 
shriek?” 
Nothing could be more et 
fectlve in applause than this. 
The 
“death shriek” marks 
the 
perfect 
climax; it is the last 
syllable 
In 
friendly demonstration.

PENSIONS FOR WORKMEN 


People of France Are blot Willing to 
Accept Law. 


Paris, May 27.—A singular specta­ 
cle is being witnessed all over France. 
The authorities are endeavoring to 
put the workmen’s pensions law into 
effect and tho people will not. ac­ 
cept it. 
There are more than a million wage 
earners in Paris and only 37,000 have 
inscribed their names; at Lyons, out 
of 160,000 workmen 6,000 have made 


the necessary declarations; at Mar­ 
seilles, 10,000 out of 200,000. 
Every­ 
where it is the same story. 


Paris, May 27.—The 
Paris assize 
court has had to deal with a mur­ 
der case rather out of the common, 
for the accused, who has been sen­ 
tenced to ten 
years* imprisonment, 
is a titled teamster, a genuine count. 
He was accused of having murdered 
his wife, an equally genuine count­ 
ess. 
Comte Paul de Castehled, 
an au­ 
thentic nobleman, 
was 
reduced to 
exercising the profession 
of team­ 
ster. It seems to have been the only 
means of livelihood 
that 
he ever 
had. His wife, the Countess Angele, 
exercised no very 
superior profes­ 
sion, either. They had one child and 
occupied a workman's small flat, for 
which they found it difficult to pay 
the rent. 
Being evicted from their 
Wretched 
lodgings, 
a 
charitable 
neighbor offered 
them 
hospitality 
and gave them a mattress as their 
only bed. 
Misery notoriously sours the tem­ 
per, and that of the 
count became 
very cross—so cross, 
in 
fact, that 
one night he cut off the head of the 
countess. 
Asked to explain why he had per­ 
petrated this atrocious act, he stat­ 
ed before the jury that, wretched as 
they were, he felt exceedingly griev­ 
ed that his wife should have propos­ 
ed to leave him 
with 
their little 
daughter. She had 
received .a very 
tempting offer from some 
one who 
said that he would take care of her 
and her child. Countess Angele de­ 
cided to accept It and informed her 
husband of her 
intention 
to leave 
him. They quarreled over the mat­ 
ter and 
their 
hospitable 
neighbor 
intervened and expelled 
the comte 
for the night. 
But Comte Paul de Castehled re­ 
turned by 
stealth 
before 
morning 
and severed his wife's 
head 
from 
her body with a razor while she was 
asleep. He acted, he said, in a fit of 
blind jealousy. The jury gave a ra­ 
ther lenient verdict, 
whereupon the 
court sentenced him to solitary con­ 
finement for ten years.

Dr. Leclere tells of two o ra tio n s 
which had been performed under elec­ 
tricity in Paris in 1908.

T h e /electrical an­ 
aesthetic lasted 
ten 
minutes. 
The 
pulse was a little below the normal; 
the breathing kept its normal rythm, 
and the awakening was immediate. 
The patient affirmed that she had not 
felt anything. 
The 
second 
operation was 
per­ 
formed on a woman 80 years of age, 
who suffered from cancer in the face. 
In this case the electrical anaesthetic 
was maintained during 50 minutes. 
The awakening of the patient was 
almost instantaneous, but she remain­ 
ed in a half stupefied state. She died 
five days after the operation. 
But it 
is argued that her great age was the 
cause of her death. 
Dr. Tuftier, referring to electricity 
as an anaesthetic, says that the sys­ 
tem discovered by Stephane Leduc 
will perhaps yield Interesting results 
in the future, though its present im­ 
perfections make the older methods 
more reliable.
